Ramon Fontana, also known as Ray

afternoon when he broke away from 
Harry D. Smith, a government nar¬ 
cotic officer, ran through the building 
and sprang into an auto waiting out¬ 
side attempting to escape. The officer 
fired a shot into the air, and Fontana 
leaped out of the car and ran down 
the alley by the hotel, where he was 
recaptured. 

Fontana is said to have been hired 
recently as a cook by Y. Yglesias, the 
proprietor of the hotel. It is reported 
that the man was under suspicion in 
San Francisco as a "dope” peddler, 
and that a government detective pur¬ 
chased narcotics from him here and 
afterward arrested him, finding 
of the drug in his possession.

Fe and Southern Pacific in 
southern California had been largely 
instrumental in the tremendous growth 
of that region.

Exploring Party Finds Strangs Animals 
and Other Matters of More Than 
Passing Interest.

The Landry-Bergues party attempt¬ 
ing a midwinter ascent of Mount 
Rainier, made some scientific dis¬ 
coveries while encamped at an altitude 
of 11,000 feet awaiting Improved 
weather conditions. First, several 
members of the exploring party dis¬ 
covered that an almost pure white 
hear of medium size Inhabits the big 
mountain and Its environs. 

The bear, which appears to be Iden¬ 
tical In shaiie and movement to the 
common black hear of the forests, ap¬ 
parently lives In Ice caves and snow 
fissures. 

Another find Is the frost flower. This 
wonderful plant Is found only where 
snow Is eternal. Bursting from the 
frozen snow It grows tiie first day to 
ttie height of three feet, (lowers the 
third day and the fourth day resolves 
Into mysterious seed pods, then as sud¬ 
denly dissolves Itself. The stem, leaves 
and flowers are white. The stalk Is one 
Inch in dlsmeter. the leaves—three In 
number—In the broadest part are one 
inch and a half in width, covered with 
■infinitesimal cones of snow. The (tower 
fully expanded is star-shaped. Effort* 
are to he made to gather seed of tht* 
snow plant for propagation in artifi¬ 
cially cooled botanical gardens In 
Washington. 

The spiral snowdrifts are another 
curiosity never before seen. At the 
9,000-foot height snow drifts in a Cir¬ 
cular manner, causing it to pile up In 
spiral or spring-like columns 10 to 20 
feet thick. At the top a weird little 
curlicue of fresh snow tips the freak 
ish drift, making of It a veritable white 
toadstool—Longmlre, Wash, corres¬ 
pondence In New York Sun.
